SOME CAUSES OF CHINA'S - 
DEFEAT. 
eee eee 

At the Imperal Institute recently Professor R. 

K. Douglay, of the Britlshh Museum, delivered a 

* very Interesting lecture onthe subject of China 

and the causes of her present disasters.” Sir 

* Mountstuart Grant Doff presided, and there was 
avery large audience, 

‘The lecturer remarked that the war now being 
waged between Chinn and Japan had drawn 
attenti-n to a part of the world which, as a rale, 
recelved more «scanty ‘notice from English 
audiences than [ta {mportance from a commercial 
point of view warranted. When the war broke 
out the edds «eemed ta be so greatly in favour 
ofthe larwer Emrlre that many people concluded 
thet Japan must be crushed under the heel 
of Chine, The complete collapse of China, 
however, was! not without parallel, In ‘the 
war of 1840-42, and‘ again In-that of 1869, 
precisely the .anme course of events was 

- witnessed, In both campsirne the same bluster 
was first assumed by Chine, and the same 
complete surrender was alterwords geen, China 
had collapsed, ait always did when confronted 
with a formidable and determined foe, The 
curse of sction followed hy the Chinese in the 
dresent care was the vrual one—tngolence and 
Dloscer at first, followed by complete surrender 
alter a feeble display of force, Theonly strength 
of Chins was to remain atill, and when seriously 
attaclend, Its first object must be to make peace 
before its nakedness’ was exposed, Any terms 
‘would br accepted In the hope that after 
mnny years a continuous passive realstance 
would be sufficient to modify the conditions of 
the treaty, The fact that an empire possessing 
such boundless wealth and population should 
be to helpless In time of war challenged In- 
aljuly. An arresied intelligence ‘and an unde-. 
“veloped clv'lisatlon wasthe mark of the race. 
They were not a fighting race; they were @ race 
+ of shepkeepers, They locked on war and-the 
practice of arms with contempt; and thelr heroes | 
In Hierature distIngu'shed themselves not on the 
battefirld, but in the examination balls, The’ 
consequence of this fecling was that the officers 
of the army: were careless, ignorant, and corrupt. 
The drill cf the soldiers was quite contemptible, 
the great concern, after instenction fn the firlog 
of bows and.pingals, belifg to teach the men 
weird antics and gestures, with the object-of 
« tersifying the enemy. H 

The present breakdown, of China: also pro- 
ceeded from the'corrupt system of government. 
‘The Emperor oocupied a semi-divine portion, 

. being the Vice Regent of Heaven; but ‘he was 
| probably the most miserable manin China, “Ma 
Renerally, remained # prisoner in the Parple 
Palace ‘at Peking ; and had to leo at 9 o'clock 
In the'morning to give audience to the Ministers 
of State, He was surrounded by a court of 
sycophants, and was utterly ignorant. of what 
was polng on cutelde the palace. The imperial 
power was only manifested to the people by the 
infliction of grievous puntahments, Not even 
whien the country wan at war could the officials 
be trusted to buy honestly arme for the national 
defence, and corruption had eaten Ike a canker 
Into every branch of officlal life. Intense cruelty 
was practised, not only on criminals, but on 
- witacs:es who were either unwilling or unable’ 
to give the evidence which was expected of 
_ them, Inatroments for crashing the fagers and 
squec nkle bones received the sanction 
of the law, but much more horible tortures 
were frequently resorted to, 3! 

The Japanese army was, on the ‘other band,
